Against the hospital officials it is charged 
that no effort was made to rescue the pa- 
tients, who were helpless in locked rooms 
with barred windows, and some of whom 
were strapped and bound, while others were 
delirious, under treatment. 

Against President Miller it is further 
charged that he has violated the medical 
practice act of the state and that he em- 
ployed incompetent attendants and nurses. 
Miller remained at the Harrison street po- 
lice station over night; but Attorneys Mc- 
Caslin and Markman will endeavor today to 
have him. released by habeas corpus. 

: Davis was not in the police station when 
the jury reached its verdict, but detectives 
immediately went im search of him. The 
other employés and nurses who were being 
held under bond were released onthe instruc- 


Hospital to Be Kept Closed. 

Before the hearing of testimony was fin- 
ished in the afternoon Health Commissioner 
Reynolds, appearing as a witness, declared 
that the St. Luke society would not be per- | 
mitted to reopen its hospital. 

Police will be stationed at the doors of 
the institution to prevent the reception ot 
patients,“ he said. 

Do I understand you to say that the city 
of Chicago can use its police power to close 
the sanitarium?” asked Attorney McCaslin.

Findings of the Jury.

“ We, the jury, find that William E. Kent 
came to his dec id on the top floor of the home 
of the St. lw ene from asphyxiation 
and burns 1¢. in a fire on June 9, 1002, 
while 1 was a patient there. 

1 “nd tat the fire, caused by escaping 
ga» vcooming ignited near the boilers, gained 
so much headway through delay in notifying 
the fire department that the lives of a num- | 
ber of inmates were sacrificed before help 
could reach them from the outside. 

„We further find that no ‘effort was made, 
at least not in time, on behalf of the respon- 
sible heads of the hospital, to rescue these in- 

mates who were intrusted to their care. They 
were left to themselves, behind locked doors 
and barred windows, some restrained, and all 
in a weak and helpless condition, to perish 
in the smoke and flames. 


Hospital in Defiance of Law. 

„ Assuming the right to conduct a hospital 
in defiance of law, to restrain people in- 
trusted to their care of their freedom, to 
place them in locked rooms behind barred 
windows, to administer to them a treatment 
which made these unfortunates lose control 
of their senses, O. E. Miller and H. C. 


for their deaths, which occurred under the 
conditions above described and brought 
about by their methods of conducting a hos- 
pital. 

“ We therefore recommend that the said 
O. E. Miller, as principal, and the said H. C.

„ We find that while O. E. Miller was 
President and H. C. Davis general manager 
of the society a number of patients died in 
a manner which should give the proper au- 
thorities sufficient justification for further 


probing. . 

New Ordinance 

In conclusion we, the jury, desire to make 
the following recommendations, hoping that 
the city council will act immediately and not 
let the ordinances die in committees until a 
new catastrophe arouses the community: 

“We recommend that the county or city 
provide a place for the care of persons suf- 
fering from the liquor habit, when the hos- 
pitals of the city and county refuse admit- 
tanee to these patients. 

That the commissioner of health oy em- 

powered to close any hospital, sanitarium, 

or home where sick people are treated when 
he believes the lives of the patients are en- 

dangered by the treatment and methods of 
the institution. 

“That the nursing and methods of caring

YOUNG SOUTH CHICAGO COUPLE 
TELL HOW TO DOIT. ~ ; 
Arthur Curphey, Who Earns $5 in 
Seven Days, Takes a 17 Year Of 
Wite—She Declares They Can Have 
What They Need and Gives Figures 
—Food to Cost §3.38 — First Matri- 
‘monial Effort a Failure, but Wife Is | 
Sure of Success. 


The problem of how a man can provide for 
himself and a wife on an income of $5 a 
| week is to be solved in a little cottage in 
Bighty-ninth street, South Chicago, by 
Arthur Curphey and his wife. The experi- 
ment, their second, began yesterday, and 
last evening Mrs. Curphey sat down and 
figured it all out. This is the table of weekly 
expenditures, she laid down for her future 
guidance: 

Vegetables 

st believe that one loaf of bread at five 
cents will last us both for a day, and that 
makes the total for the week 35 cents,” said 
Mrs. Curphey. “ Now a half pound of meat 
for each of us ought to be enough for a day, 
and as we do not have to eat porterhouse 
steaks we will put the average cost for a 
pound at 15 cents. There is lots of good 
meat that can be bought for that, and seven 
times 15 cents makes $1.06 for the total. 


Coffee and Tea for 35 Cents. 


We drink both tea and coffee, say a third 
of a pound of tea and a half-pound of coffee a 
week.. The tea costs 60 cents and the coffee 
30 cents a pound, and a week’s allowance of 
both méans 35 cents: Bight pints of milk 
ought to be enough for both cooking and 
drinking purposes, A pint is 8 cents, or 4 
total of 24 cents for the week. A pound of 
butter at 26 cents is enough fora week. It 
comes pretty high, but I shall try to use it 
sparingly. Neither of us care for eggs to 
eat, so a dozen at 18 cents will be plenty for a 
week. 

* Vegetables will be a main feature on our 
table, for one has to have potatoes,” said 
Mrs. Curphey, with a pucker in her forehead, 
as the list began te grow formidable. Still, 
these things are not so expensive, and I be- 
lieve 10 cents a day will be enough for every- 
thing, and maybe a little fruit when it is 
cheap. Sugar and the other little things one 
has to buy at the grocery will take 26 cents 
more each week at least.“

They were mar- 
ried on May 28, eloping to Hammond, where 
Mr. Curphey is employed as an apprentice in 
the Conkey printing establishment at $5 
per week. They began married life in a 
boarding house in ‘Whiting, which lasted un- 
til June 11, when Mrs; Curphey went back 
home because her husband had virtually 
abandoned her, having given up the attempt 
to support a wife on his small wages.

In cases of 4 t railway breakdowns 
causing a delay of ten minutes or more the 
companies must issue to the passengers” 
coupons good for a trip at any time in any 
dirgction or return the fares. 

The city council last night passed an or- 
dinance submitted by the local transporta- 
tion committee providing that where the 
delay is caused by any act of a street car 
company or where the company may be held 
responsible for the delay the company shall 
make a rebate to the persons whom it fails 
to carry to their destinations. 

This ordinance covers the delays frequent- 
ly caused by the parting of the cable, usually 
occurring during the rush hours.

The 
same course was followed in 1898, when a law 
was passed giving Cook county three addi- 
tional circuit court judges and three superior 
court judges: The claim is set up that if 
the present law is unconstitutional some of 
the sitting judges are holding office illegally.

“In the case of the circuit judges I think 
they would be legally elected for the short 
term, because the law specifies a time for

PROTEST AGAINST DROPPING 
MODERN LANGUAGE DIRECTOR. 

Societies Will Make 
Objections to the Board of Educa- 
tion—Lively Contest Is Probable. 


A protest against abolishing the position of 
Modern languages in the public schools will 
made to the board of education tomorrow 
fering by a committee representing the 
federation of German societies.

MPEROR WILLIAM does not like 
Wagner. He does not hesitate to ex- 
press on all sorts of occasions his dis- 
taste for the music of the great maes- 
tro of Baireuth, declaring.that it is 
far too noisy and complicated, that it con- 
veys no meaning to him, and that in his 
opinion the works of Auber and of Gluck 
are immeasurably superior. Of Gluck the 
opera which the kaiser prefers above all 
others is that entitled Armide,“ while the 
Black Domino’ is the composition of 
Auber which he likes best. 

I mention this because a widespread im- 
pression prevails to the effect that the em-. 
peror is fanatically devoted to Wagner's 
music and that he regards Wagner as the 
composer who of all others embodies to the 
greatest extent the Teutonic spirit, German 
‘patriotism, and legendary lore in his music. 

There are quite a number of European 
sovereigns who share Emperor William's 
views with regard to Wagner. Indeed, the 
only crowned heads that have ever displayed 
any pronounced liking for His works are 
Queen Alexandra, her sister, the dowager 
empress of Russia, the dowager queen of 
Italy, and the queen of an 

Medical men seem to be coming to the 
fore just at present. A physician is on the 
high road to become commander in chief of 
the United States army in the person of 
Leonard Wood, and the new prime minister 
of ce, Dr. Combes, is likewise a doctor 
of medicine. Before joining the medical pro- 
fession he was a priest, and as the Abbé 
Combes figured for several years as one of 
the professors of the college of the Assump- 
tion at Nimes, where he was renowned'for 
his piety. . 

A Certain mystery prevails with regard 
to the circumstances which led him to aban- 
don the church for the scalpel and to con- 
vert his doctorate of divinity into one of 
medicine. But he is now as determined an 
opponent of the demands of the clerical 
party in France as he was formerly a cham- 
pion thereof. and is not only one of the 
pillars pf French freemasonry but likewise 
an avowed atheist. In France, it may be 
remembered, atheism plays a great role in 
masonry, and it is owing to the intimate 
association between the two that German, 
British, Scandinavian, and American masons 
are barred from masonic intercourse with 
their French brethren. 

In a speech delivered in 1896 by Premier 
Combes at Beauvais he denounced the re- 
ligious beliefs of the day as more or less 
absurd and in any case erroneous, and as

“De Combes, who, like the late M. Wad- 
dington, Gambetta, Spuller, etc., is of for- 
eign origin, the name which he bears being 
English. He is quite short, but yet stoutly 
built, with a little bit of beard, and is never 
seen without his glasses. He has the appear- 
ance, indeed, of an elderly professor and is 


about 67 years of age. 

Andrew Carnegie loses a 3 
friend by the death of Lord Acton, who had 
undertaken the by no means easy task of 
forming the private library of the Scotch- 
American multimillionaire at Skibo castle. 
There were some 10,000 volumes to be se- 
lected, and the money which Carnegie as- 
signed for the purpose amounted to $150,- 
000 


Lord Acton had almost completed the task 
when he died, and with him disappears one 
of the most learned and in every sense of 
the word intellectual members of the upper 
house of Great Britain's parliament. He 
was regius professor of history of the uni- 
versity of Cambridge, and the late Mr. Giad- 
stone, who was no mean judge of men, was. 
wont to declare that of all the persons that 
he had ever met Lord Acton was the one 
whose learning covered the widest range 
and whose sources of knowledge were the 
most extensive. 

Lord Acton was born at Naples as a 
nephew of the famous Cardinal Acton, who 
played so great a role under thé old Bour- 
bon régime at Naples, and was married toa 
sister of the late Count Arco, who for many 


years represented the German empire at 
Washington. Lord Acton was a step-son of 
the late Lord Granville and his mother was 
the only daughter and heiress of the Ger- 
man duke of Dalberg, who on becoming a 
widow wedded the late Earl Granville and 
was his first wife. 8 | 

The late Lord Acton’s son and successor 
is, like him, a Roman Catholic. He is a 
graduate of Oxford and a member of the 
diplomatic service; being attached as secre- 
tary to the staff of Sir Frank Lascelles, the 
British ambassador at Berlin. He is as 
much a favorite with the Prussian reign- 
ing family as he is with King Edward, who 
at the time of the funeral of Empress Fred- 
erick conferred upon him the command- 
ership of the Victorian order. I may add 
that one of the reasons which render the 
new Lord Acton particularly useful to his 
chief at Berlin is his close relationship with 
the Countess Billow; wife of the German 
chancellor. The mother of the countess, who 
spends the greater part of the year with her 


at Berlin, is a member of the Acton family 


and the widow of the well known Italian 


The O’Conor Don, who is to bear the stand- 
ard of Ireland at the coronation of King 
Edward the day after tomorrow, is the head 
of one of the most ancient houses of the 
Emerald isle and lord lieutenant of the coun- 
ty of Roscommon, besides being a member of 
the king’s privy council of Ireland. ‘The 
Don appended to his patro ic is not 
a surname but a title, concerning the origin 
of which there is some dispute, but which is 
evidently derived from some Spanish an- 
cestor, the family name being O’Conor. 

The pronoun the prefixed to the name 
of O’Conor signifies that the bearer thereof 
is the principal representative of one of the 
houses that in olden times exercised sov- 
ereign sway over the Emerald isie. There 
are many people in Ireland who claim the 
right to this prefix, and who coolly adopt 
jt without a shadow of right thereto. But 
among those whose title is unquestioned are 
the McDermot, the MacGillicuddy, the 
O'Donoghue, the O’Conor Don, the Knight of 
Kerry, and Lord Inchiquin, who is far better 
known among his countrymen as the 
O’Brien” than as Lord Inchiquin. | | 

The wives of the Irish chieftains, when they 
go, to court, are officially addressed as 
“ madam,“ and it may be recalled that when 
Queen Victoria visited Dublin and she in- 
cluded among her guests at dinner the 
O’Conor Don and his wife the latter was 
officially described in the court circular 
edited by the queen in person as Madam

I have had so much that is unfavorable 
to record in these columns of young King 
Alexander of Servia that I am glad at last 
to be able to write something that redounds 


to his credit. Quite quietly, and without 


making any fuss, he has pai@ all the enor- 
mous debts left by his father, amounting

and at Paris. There was no legal compul- 
sior upon King Alexander to settle these 
debts, and, as every one knows, he and his 
father were on the worst possible terms at 
the time of the latter's death.

Dallas, Tex., June 23.—It developed today 
that no one was killed in the collapse of 
St. James hotel early this morning, though 
thirteen guests and several employés were 
buried in the ruins. For a few minutes 


after the crash it was thought several lives 
had been lost, but by quick work firemen 
and policemen rescued all those who had 
not escaped through their own efforts. The 
@scape of those who were taken from the 
débris was marvelous, as there were tons 
of brick, mortar, and woodwork piled in 
above where they were found. Three men 
who were on the third floor are thought to 
‘be the most seriously injured.
